2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
failed to show a toy having a body that can directly contact a horizontal support surface 
and an appendage having a surface that also partly contacts the horizontal support 
surface and configured to move along a non-circular path without advancing the body 
along the horizontal supporting surface. The prior art also failed to show the appendage 
rotating relative to the body about a first axis while a tail device rotates relative to the 
body about a second axis that is perpendicular to the first.
